A SPECIAL REPORT just released 
shows how Haringey Council continued 
to spend hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of taxpayers’ money on consul¬ 
tants without adequate or in many cases 
any checks on spending, performance or 
contracts. 

The report compiled by Deloitte, which 
was considered at the Council’s Audit Com¬ 
mittee on 19th April 2011, shows that a 
proper business case for spending on consul¬ 
tants existed for only half of the test cases, 
half were engaged without a proper contract, 
only one in ten cases showed any evidence 
that the Council were monitoring expendi¬ 
ture and in no cases were there any checks on 
performance. 

Liberal Democrats have criticised the lack 
of control by the Labour Council on its 
spending and have called for a commitment 
that this situation is rectified with all existing 


consultants and all future contracts. 

Last month Haringey Liberal Democrats 
uncovered that since October, when the 
Council was aware of the scale of the reduc¬ 
tion of government grant, it continued to 
spend £4,800 a day on consultants. 

Cllr Robert Gorrie, Haringey Liberal 
Democrat Leader and Finance Spokesper¬ 
son, comments: 

“At a time when the Labour Council is 
choosing to close many essential services it is 
simply unacceptable that so much local tax¬ 
payers’ money is being spent in such a reck¬ 
less fashion without proper controls or even 
basic performance management. 

“This lack of control and potentially profli¬ 
gate spending is entirely symptomatic of a 
Labour administration who have overspent 
last years budget by millions and are trying to 
blame anything but themselves for the prob¬ 
lem.”

Parents and carers in Haringey are being 
asked whether they would be interested 
in sending their child to a free primary 
school set up and run by the Constable 
Educational Trust (CET). It follows 
widespread reports of a London-wide 
shortage of primary provision. 

CET is looking for a suitable site in 
London to open a brand new, state- 
funded primary Free School and has tar¬ 
geted Haringey as an area where there is 
a demand for additional primary places. 
They are asking parents to sign up to say 
whether they would be interested in a 
CET primary school opening in their 
area in September 2012. 

The new CET primary would be main¬ 
stream and would support high academic 
attainment and progress. However draw¬ 
ing on substantial experience, the school 
would also ensure there was early identi¬ 
fication and intervention where children 
showed problems with learning. 

Children would be taught the National 
Curriculum as well as modern foreign 
and creative subjects. 

CET has 17 years of experience in set¬ 
ting up and running an independent 
school in South West London. As a par¬ 
ent, board member Ronda Fogel has per¬ 
sonal experience of setting up The Moat 


School in Fulham, for children with 
dyslexia and other special needs. 

Parents with children who will be aged 
four between 1 September 2011 and 31 
August 2012 are being asked to visit the 
CET website www.cetrust.net to register 
interest. This does not mean that parents 
have signed up to or registered for a new 
school. CET Chairman Richard Sim¬ 


mons said: “I would encourage anyone 
who is interested in increasing the 
options for their child to register. We 
have a huge amount of experience in 
opening and running a highly successful 
school and can use that experience to 
enhance the educational choices on offer 
in Haringey.” 


OAPS urged 
to speak up 

As part of the campaign to save 
Haringey’s older people’s day 
centres, drop-in centres and lun¬ 
cheon clubs, Liberal Democrats 
have met with elderly residents at 
Woodside House. 

Lynne Featherstone MP and Cllr 
David Winskill met with users of 
Woodside luncheon club at a con¬ 
sultation meeting organised by 
the Council who are planning to 
close the services to save 
£171,000 next year. 

The Liberal Democrat representa¬ 
tives urged all users to respond to 
the ongoing consultation, 
explaining in their own words 
how the closure will affect their 
lives. 

Many of the elderly people pre¬ 
sent expressed worries about 
becoming socially isolated, not 
getting a hot meal each day, and 
the loss of the treasured footcare 
service, should the club close.

Courses will start in the first 
week of May when the visually- 
impaired men and women from 
the boroughs of Kensington and 
Chelsea, Southwark, and 
Haringey will take part in a ten- 
week long course, which is 
designed to promote healthy 
eating and explore some of 
many different foods from the 
capital’s diverse communities. 

Leading the sessions will be 
Junior Masterchef finalist chef 


Andy Farrow, who is himself 
partially-sighted. Andy, who 
learned his trade from 
Raymond Blanc, has cooked for 
everyone from celebrities to 
royalty. His career has included 
catering for the Prince of Wales 
as well as VE Day commemora¬ 
tions at Buckingham Palace. 

Andy Farrow says: “Far too 
many blind people eat junk food 
because it’s easy. You don’t 
need to see to heat up a frozen 
pizza. But with a bit of practice 
you can do so much more.” 

Maxine Turkington, from the 
group Tips4Vips, will also be 
on hand to give hints and tips on 
how cooking aids and enablers 


can make life easier and safer in 
the kitchen for the visually 
impaired. 

Sessions will involve trainees 
bringing in their favourite 
recipes from home. A nutrition¬ 
ist will then discuss alternative 
ingredients, promoting health¬ 
ier eating and lifestyles. 

A key element of the project 
will be visits to ethnic food 
shops, enabling participants to 
plan trips to places where they 
can buy a diverse range of fresh 
foods. 

The climax of the courses 
will be the publication of an 
audio or Braille cookery book 
of each group’s recipes.

Tennis club nets 
a cool £45,000 


COOLHURST Lawn 
Tennis Club in 
Haringey has been 
awarded £45,000 by the 
London Marathon to 
help build a new sports 
centre at its ground in 
Crouch End. 

The award was made 
as part of the London 
Marathon Charitable 
Trust’s record pay-out 
to sports and recreation 
facilities in the capital. 

The Haringey club 
was just one of the 59 
projects in 25 local 
authority areas in and 
around London to win 
grants from the London 
Marathon charity. 

More than £5.3 mil¬ 
lion was distributed 
from the record surplus 
made by the race last 


year, with grants rang¬ 
ing from between 
£1,852 to £235,000. 

The organisation also 
set aside a further 
£1 million towards its 
commitment to support 
community legacy 
facilities after the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympics. 

The largest single 
award was a contribu¬ 
tion towards the con¬ 
struction of new 
changing and commu¬ 
nity sports facilities in 
Victoria Park, Tower 
Hamlets. 

Other large grants 
include £215,000 to 
upgrade the athletics 
track and run-ups at the 
Lee Valley Athletics 
Centre in Enfield; 
£190,000 to redevelop 


Haggerston Baths in 
Hackney; and 
£150,000 to Samuel 
Montague Youth Cen¬ 
tre to replace an old 
floodlit playing area 
with a new full-size 
multi-sports pitch. 

In addition, the 
Dudley Winterbottom 
Memorial Hall in 
Hackleton, Northamp¬ 
tonshire, near the site 
of the adidas Silver- 
stone Half Marathon, 
received £80,000 to 
build a new two-storey 
annexe. 

Numerous smaller 
grants were also made, 
such as £7,500 for new 
gym equipment at St 
John’s Church Hall at 
the Hanlon Centre in 
Enfield.

...but park users to petition 
against Veolia takeover move 


Bruce Castle Park users have 
discovered that the council 
plans to close their on-site park 
depot and instead allow Veolia 
to use the building as a base for 
their street cleaning team. 

There has been no public 
consultation on this closure, 
despite the park staff being vital 
in keeping the Green Flag park 
up to standard, and looking after 
the historic gardens around 
Haringey’s only museum. 

Local park users have formed 
the Bruce Castle Park Action 
Group and set up a petition to 
urge the Council to halt the 
plans until there has been 
proper public consultation. 
They are considering taking 
direct action if their concerns 
are not addressed. As well as 
concerns over the upkeep of the 
new playground, paddling pool 
and flower beds, they are wor¬ 
ried that anti-social behaviour, 
including alcohol abuse and 


unruly dogs, will escalate with¬ 
out the regular presence of ded¬ 
icated on-site staff. 

Dan McQuillan, a local par¬ 
ent and park user, said: “I'm 
very worried about having no 
staff based in the park. 

“We've finally got new play 
equipment installed, but with¬ 
out staff on site there’s no-one 
to keep an eye on things. 

“My kids love the paddling 
pool - but there will be no-one 
to clean it out and fill it every 
day. And if there are no garden¬ 
ers who will care for the flower 
beds around the museum? We 
need staff in the park. 

Bruce Castle Park is an 
example of what is happening 
elsewhere in the borough - park 
users in Stationers Park and 
Chestnuts Park have also 
expressed anger after hearing of 
the threats to close their depots. 

In fact, many of the borough's 
depots are under threat, and the 


Council are also planning to axe 
a third of the borough's vital 
gardeners. 

The Haringey Friends of || 
Parks Forum are supporting the 
Bruce Castle Park campaign 
and have written to the Head of 
Recreation Services with their 
objections. 

The Friends Forum secretary 
wrote that local Friends Groups 
‘are very disturbed’ about these 
sudden developments, over 
which they have not been con¬ 
sulted, and which go against the 
Council's agreed ‘parkforce’ 
policies of increasing the on¬ 
site staffing in all significant 
parks and green spaces. 

There is a concern amongst 
residents that Veolia moving in 
may be an attempt at backdoor 
privatisation of the parks 
cleansing teams, causing a 
further fragmentation to the 
borough’s dangerously dwin¬ 
dling parks staffing.

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Hornsey train shed 
plan comes under fire 


NEW PLANS to build a 278 metre long and 11 metre high train 
shed in Hornsey have come under fire from local residents and 
Liberal Democrats after formal plans were submitted to the 
Council last week.

“The Council haven’t even confirmed whether these pro¬ 
posals will have a full public hearing or if the decision will 
be taken behind closed doors by planning officials. 

“Local residents’ groups have tried to work with Network 
Rail on this development but there is little evidence that any 
of their fears about the noise, traffic and disruption caused by 
the train shed have been properly addressed. 

“I have written to the Minister for Transport to ask that 
residents are heard.”

Spurs snatch a draw 
on a dramatic night 
at White Hart Lane

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR staged a 
stirring fightback to overhaul a two- 
goal deficit and secure a 3-3 draw 
in a dramatic north London derby 
against Arsenal at White Hart Lane. 

Spurs were attempting to complete 
a first league double over their great 
rivals in 18 years following an equally 
remarkable encounter at the Emirates 
earlier in the campaign, but they 
looked set to end last Tuesday’s 
match empty handed when they fell 
3-1 behind in the first half. 

However, Tom Huddlestone cru¬ 
cially reduced their deficit shortly 
before the interval and a Rafael van 
der Vaart penalty - his second goal 
of the game - after the break ensured 
that the match ended up all square. 

“It was a great game to be involved 
in,” said Spurs manager Harry Red- 
knapp. “We had two teams playing 
unbelievable football. We couldn’t 
live with them early on with their 
passing ability, which was breathtak¬ 
ing, but we stuck in there and stayed 
with them and got an equaliser. 

“It looked over at 3-1, but it was an 
amazing performance from us. We’ve 
both got attacking flair and go for it. 


“It’s what football is all about - 
you don’t want to see teams sit back 
and play for 0-0.” 

In truth, although Spurs were natu¬ 
rally thrilled by their fightback, the 
result was of little use to either side - 
with Arsenal seeing their fast-fading 
title hopes suffering another blow 
while the hosts failed to take the 
opportunity to move level on points 
with Manchester City in the race for 
fourth place. 

The Gunners struck first in just the 
fifth minute, Theo Walcott latching on 
to Cesc Fabregas’ defence-splitting 
pass and racing clear before calmly 
slotting past keeper Heurelho Gomes. 

But the lead did not last for long as 
Tottenham got back on level terms 
within two minutes as van der Vaart 
fired home an unstoppable shot 
which flew inside keeper Wojciech 
Szczesny’s near post. 

There was no let up in the action 
and Arsenal went back ahead on 12 
minutes through a low 20-yard shot 
from Samir Nasri. 

It came as no surprise when another 
goal did arrive on 41 minutes - and it 
was the visitors who got it. 

Robin van Persie met Walcott’s 
perfectly placed chip with a header 


which was brilliantly clawed away by 
Gomes, but the striker reacted quick¬ 
est to rebound and smashed the ball 
into the roof of the net. 

The match appeared to be slipping 
from Tottenham’s grasp at this stage, 
but they were given renewed hope 
three minutes later when Huddle- 
stone scored with a bullet of a shot 
on the half-volley from 25 yards out. 

The hosts carried the momentum 
from this goal into the second half, 
and Szczesny did well to turn away a 
van der Vaart shot at full stretch. 

Arsenal still looked threatening on 
the break, but Spurs were largely con¬ 
trolling the game and were rewarded 
with a penalty on 70 minutes when 
Aaron Lennon was sent tumbling in 
the box by Szczesny. Van der Vaart 
made no mistake from the spot. 

Szczesny denied Luka Modric soon 
after and went on to make further 
smart saves to thwart Peter Crouch 
and Sandro, but Arsenal also pressed 
for a winner and Gomes had to be at 
his best to turn behind a low Fabregas 
shot from the edge of the box. 

The decisive goal would not come 
for either side, and there can be little 
doubt that a draw was a fair result on 
a night to remember at the Lane.

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REDKNAPP: IT’S 
STILL POSSIBLE

HARRY REDKNAPP insists that his 
stuttering Tottenham Hotspur side does 
still have a genuine chance of qualifying 
for the Champions League this season. 

Saturday saw Spurs held to a disap¬ 
pointing 2-2 draw at home to West 
Bromwich Albion to leave them with 
just one win in their past ten matches in 
all competitions. 

The result means that they are four 
points adrift of fourth-placed Manches¬ 
ter City ahead of this weekend’s daunt¬ 
ing trip to reigning champions Chelsea, 
but manager Redknapp remains upbeat 
about their chances of overhauling 
big-spending City. 

“It’s going to be difficult, but it’s still 
all to play for,” he said. “I think there is 
nothing between City and Tottenham. 

“This is the closest we have ever got 
to Arsenal and Chelsea. I think we can 
compete with the top clubs every year. 
There is a championship in this club, 
not just a Champions League place. 

“I find it hard that now everyone 
expects us to be in the Champions 


League. Tottenham had never been in it 
before this season and suddenly it’s like 
we have to be in it. Manchester City have 
spent God knows what to get above us. 

“It’s been a great season, but it’s not 
over yet.” 

Saturday’s match proved to be a 
memorable one for Jermain Defoe as he 
scored what proved to be both his 100th 
Premier League goal and his 100th goal 
for Tottenham, but he admitted that the 
result took some of the gloss off of his 
achievement. 

“It was good, but to get the three 
points would have been even better,” he 
said. “It was a relief to get to 100 
because it has been on my mind a lot to 
be honest. 

“We are good enough to play in the 
Champions League, as we have shown 
this season, so it would be a massive 
blow if we don’t qualify again. 

“When you look at the quality in 
the dressing and even the players who 
weren’t involved in this match, they are 
all top players.”
